Mr. Frank was appointed by Secre- 
tary Wallace at the suggestion of Prof, 
Felix Frankfurter of the Harvard Law 
school, and preceded Mr. Peek in the 
administration. 

Mr. Peek was appointed AAA ad- 
ministrator, however, at the specific 
request of the President. He made 
known his position to Secretary Wal- 
lace before the latter’s departure for 
Warm Springs recently and, although 
Administrator Peek was invited to dis- 
cuss the point of difference with the 
chief executive at the “Little White 
House” he declined the invitation. 

The controversy was not so much 
between Mr. Peek and the secretary 
as between Mr. Peek and what is 
known as the “radical wing” of the 
adjustment administration, headed by 
Assistant Secretary Tugwell and Mr. 
Frank. 

Differed on Program. 

The argument also involves differ- 
ences of opinion as to the manner 
in which the farm recovery program 
should be administered. 

Secretary Wallace is known to re- 
gret that the differences between his 
subordinates could not be composed 
without placing the matter before the 
President. But he will not request 
the resignation of Mr. Frank or com- 
promise his views respecting agricul- 
ture and the best way of bringing 
about farm recovery.) 

Moreover, the issue was whether the 
AAA is to continue to be a part of the 
department of agriculture, with Secre- 
tary Wallace in charge, or an inde- 
pendent agency such as the old farm 
‘beard with complete authority vested 
in Mr. Peek. 

Secretary Wallace would be unwill- 
ing to continue. as secretary of agri- 
culture if deprived of the ‘reins of 
agricultural recovery, and is be- 
lieved to have advised the ‘President 
of this position when he. visited the 
White House this evening shortly be- 
fore the arrival of Mr. Peek.

Two members of the Board of Trade 
and the president of a steel company 
and their wives were held up on the 
south side by °three men last night 
and robbed of approximately $7,500 
worth of jewels and other valuables. 
One of the women saved two rings 
valued at $4,500 by dropping them to 
the street unnoticed by the gunmen. 

The victims were Mr. and Mrs. John 
Mitchell Hutchins of the Drake Tower 
apartments, 179 Lake Shore drive; 
Mr. and Mrs. Ernest C. Rycroft of 
6735 Oglesby avenue, and Mr. and 
Mrs. William E. Thoresen, of 2231 
East 67th. street. 

‘Mr. Hutchins is a grain broker. Mrs. 


' Hutehins is the former Mrs. Ann 


Clore Thorne. Mr: Rycroft is a broker, 
the son of the late Herbert E. Ry- 
croft, president of Bartlett, Frazier & 
Co.; Mr. Thoresen is president of the 
Great Western Steel company, 2300

Bound for Live Stock Show. 

The three couples were bound for 
the live stock show at the stockyards 
from the Rycroft home when they 
were held up. 

The Hutchinses had picked up the 
Thoresens ‘in their car and proceed- 
ed to the Rycroft home. Apparently 
they had been followed from the near 
north side by the bandits. After a 
short visit in the Rycroft home the 
three couples entered the Hutchins 
car, which was parked in front of 6718 
Oglesby avenue. 

As they were about to drive away 


three men stepped up to the car, two}. 


carrying revolvers and one carrying, 
what appeared to be a sawed off shot- 
gun. All held their coat collars high, 
masking their faces. The leader 
stepped up to Hutchins. |

Then he searched Mr. Hutch- 
ins and the other two men. From Mr. 
Hutchins he took $200, from Mr. Ry- 
croft $110, and from Mr. Thoresen $20. 

Then at a signal the three robbers 
jumped into their car and sped away. 
The Hutchinses, Thoresens, and Ry- 
crofts hurried into the Rycroft home 
and called.the police. They gave a 
list of their losses and a description of 
the bandits. The men, they said, were 
between 30 and 35 years old and well 
dressed.

The President | asked the church 
leaders to capitalize the energy of the 
new generation even though it may . 
have rebelled against traditional forms 
of church life. He asserted that the 
new youth will give strong support 
to the fundamentals of social better- 
ment, even though they may have de- 
serted the outward requirements of = 
churches. 

After reference to the birth of the 
Christian church in an early era of 
social stress, President . Roosevelt 
pointed out that the goal of both the 
churches and the government should 
be toward what he termed “the abun- 
dant life.” This goal as sought by 
Christianity through spiritual means, 
the President explained, is the same 
as is being sought by the new deal 
through social and economic méans.

DAIRY FARMERS 
URGED TO SOLVE |

A warning to dairy interests that 
problemhs had bést be solved at home, 
without “running to Washington for 
help’’ was issued yesterday by Henry 
N. Woolman, Philadelphia, chairman 
of the dairy industries committee of 
thé National Dairy council, which met 
in its 15th afinual session at the Pal- 
mer house. 

From his experience in conferences 
and programs at Washington, Mr. 
Woolman pointed out dangers in set- 
ting market prices so high that con- 
sumption would lag further behind 
production, thus incr@asing the pres- 
ent surpluses of butter and cheese. 
Urging the milk industry to con- 
centrate on the consumption of milk 
rather than on production control, Don 
N. Geyer, secretary of the Pure Milk 
association, told an afternoon meeting 
of the dairy council that the main job 
of the industry should be to edticate 
the public to tise moré dairy products. 
He further pointed out that while the 
tale of dairy products grosses mofe 
than four billion dollars annually, only 
& million dollars is spent on adver- 
tising. An extension campaign would 
increase the butter consumption a 
quarter of a pound a month for each 
person and wipé out a strplus of 100

Flight from Africa. 


(Picture on back page.) - 

NATAL, Brazil, Dec. 6.—(?)—Ool. 
Charles A. Lindbergh and his wife, the 
former Anne Morrow, alighted on the 
harbor here at 310 p. m., Brazilian 
time [2:10 p. m. Chicago time], today 
after flying from Bathurst, Gambia; 
Africa, 1,875 miles t.way, in 16 hours 10 
minutes. It was the longest overwatefr 
flight of their aerial survey tour, which 
began at New York last July 9 and has 
taken them to Greenland, Iceland, 
many countries and in Europe, and to 
Africa. 

The whole population of Natal, its 
stores and offices closed for the fiesta 
of welcome, its decorated, 
packed the waterfront. 

At 2:50 p. m. a keen eyed watcher 
caught the first glimpse of the great 
red monoplane Aas it headed in from 
the Atlantic. Launch whistles blared 
and from the crowd arose a mighty 
roar of “ viva.”

company, formerly the National. City 
company of New York. 

Rend is a Chicago financier. He is 
the brother-in-law of Charles EB. Mit- 
chell, former president of the, National 
City company and the National City 
bank of New York, once affiliated in- 
stitutions which have been forced by 
law to walk separate paths, 

Specifically, Rend seeks to recover 
losses he incurred in buying and hold 
ing stock of the National City bank, 
on the ground that he was frauduient- 
ly misinformed by officials of the Na- 
tional City company about the value 
of this stock. 


Charges False Statements, 


One of the “ false, fraudulent and 
deceitful "’ statements, the Rend peti- 
tion stated, was an assertion that 
Mitchell intended to merge the Nation- 
al City bank and the Corn Exchange 
bank of New York, and that this 
merger would greatly enhance the 
value of the stock. 

Mitchell, whose wife is the former 
Elizabeth Rend, sister of the plaintiff 
in the damage suit, resigned both the 
National City presidencies during the 
senate investigation last winter. Since 
then the National City company’s 
name has been changed to the City 
company. 

Indicted for alleged Income tax 
frauds, Mitchell was brought to trial 
last June in the District court In New 
York and was acquitted. Rend ap- 
peared as one of the defense witnesses 
in that case. 

Purchases of Steck Told. 

Rend suit against the City 
company, filed by Attorneys Clarence 
Darrow and Walter BP. Beebe, related 
that on Nov. 1, 1928, Rend purchased 
1.600 shares of National City bank 
stock at $450 a share. ‘Five days later 
the market quotation was $340 and 
Rend sold, taking a loss of $110,000. 
The following day, the suit said, the

Dr. Dwyer to Be Called as 
‘State Witness. .

Dr. Jerry Kearns and Dr. John .G- 
Frost of the staff of Coroner Walsh 
returned from Indianapolis yesterday 
with an announcement that their 


Rheta Wynekoop showed no material 
change from the findings of the origi- 
nal autopsy by Dr. Thomas L. Dwyer. 
since dismissed from the coroner’s 
staff. 

Both denied having asserted that 
the first autopsy was “bungled,” and 
thereby vindicated Dr. Dwyer. Their 
conclusion, Dr. Kearns said, was ‘the 
same as that of Dr. Dwyer, who found 
that Rheta died of a bullet wound, not 
from an overdose of chloroform, as 
Rheta’s mother-intJaw, Dr. Alice Lind- 
say Wynekoop, had inferred. Dr. 
Wynekoop has been indicted tor the 
murder. 


Examine Brain Tissue. 


“We are making a microscopic ex- 
amination of brain tissue to deter- 
mine whether there migh be indica- 
tions of a mental disorder,” said Dr. 
Kearns. “There is nothing to indicate 
to the unaided eye that such was the 
case,”’ 

Coroner Walsh said the complete 
report on the second autopsy would 
be ready by the end of this week. He 
reiterated that Dr. Dwyer’s dismissal 
from his staff had no connection with 
the Wynekoop case. 


Corroboration for Dr. Dwyer. 


“There is no foundation for infer- 
ring that Dr. Dwyer was dismissed 
because of an unsatisfactory autopsy,” 
the coroner said. “ The second exami- 
nation was ordered to previde corrobo- 
ration for Dr. Dwyer in the event the 
defense called a number of medical 
witnesses. Dr. Dwyer’s dismissal is a 
closed incident, and I have nothing to 
add.”’ 
In further vindication of Dr. Dwyer, 
Assistant State’s Attorney Charles 5. 
Dougherty denied reports from the 
state’s attorney's office that the state 
would not call Dr. Dwyer to testify. 
Dr. Dwyer, as pathologist on the 
original autopsy, will be one of the 
state’s main witnesses, he said.

ONLY 19 STORES 
TO SELL LIQUOR

New York, Dec. 6.—[{Special.]— 


Broadway, though it may be one off 


the world’s most famous and traveled 
avenues, will have only nineteen re- 
tail wine and liquor stores on its fif- 
teen miles from Bowling Green to the 
Yonkers city line, the state alcoholic 
beverage control board decided today 
in issuing licenses for that number. 

New York’s main thoroughfare will 
support only that number, it was ex- 
plained. About 120 applications had 
been received for the street, but there 
are wide stretches of it for which 
there has appeared no call for a store. 
The licenses approved must be for 
places 1,500 feet apart. 

Later on, should applications be 
made for sites 1,500 feet away from 
those licensed at present, Broadway's 
situation will be reopened, it was sald. 
Meanwhile consumers will find stores 
near Broadway on the principal cross- 
town streets, such as 42d, 72d, 79th, 
and 86th streets. 


Plans to Publish Scales of 
Wholesalers. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—[Spe 
cial.]—-The new federal alcohol control 
administration was planning today to 
turn the spotlight of publicity on liq- 
uor costs in the United States in order 
to drive down the high retail prices 
quoted from many localities the first 
day after repeal of prohibition. 

Distillers, wholesalers, and importers 
will post with the administration with- 
in a few days the prices at which their 
relegalized products are being sold 
to retailers. Officials plan to make 
those figures public so that the Ameri- 
can people may be made fully aware 
of the profits being derived by retail- 
ers, be they private individuals or 
state or local dispensaries. 


Consider Prices Too High. 


Members of the alcohol control ad- 
ministration, as well as spokesmen 
for the distilling and wholesale liquor 
industries were much displeased today 
at the reports of high prices from 
practically every section where repeal 
of the eigthteenth amendment made 
liquor a legal product. The liquor sup.- 
pliers contended that at current cost 
quotations whisky could be sold far 
below these quotations, adding that 
with the quotations soon to be posted, 
a number of brands of good blended 
products could be supplied at retail 
for $1.50 a quart, plus state taxes. 

Publicity is the only weapon the 
FACA has to use against exorbitant 
retail prices. It can control the prices 
charged by the distillers, wholesalers 
or importers under the terms of fair 
competition codes promulgated for 
those branches of the industry. Those 
codes provide that the manufacturing 
and wholesale prices of the various 
brands be posted with the FACA, and 
further that the administration may 
feny a specific price if it is so high as 
to be exorbitant or so low as to con- 
stitute price cutting. 


Believe Public Will Act. 

Officials were of the opinion that the 
mere publication of manufacturing and 
wholesale quotations would mean an 
instant readjustment of retail prices. 
It was their belief that the public 
would force the downward movement 
if retail quotations indicated profiteer- 
ing. 

The administration was disposed to 
allow a few days, but only a few, 
for the liquor trade to adjust itself. 
Officials anticipated that “a chaotic 
condition must be expected for the 
next few days,” but they intended, 
too, to take action to right that con- 
dition. 

Dr. James M. Doran, director of the 
Distilled Spirits institute, the code au- 
thority for the distillers, said this aft- 
ernoon that he would post prices for 
the manufacturing side of the spirits 
industry within a few days—just as 
soon as they have been collected from 
the individual plants. 


Supply Believed Adequate. 

There was no official fear that the 
demand for spirits and wines would 
keep up so nearly with the supply as 
to justify economically the high prices 
as quoted on the first day of repeal. 
The presence of large importations 
within the next few days is expected 
tu have a relieving effect so far as 
the proximity of supply and demand 
is concerned. 

A blanket permit authorizing im- 
porters to whom quotas have been 
allotted to bring in their beverages 
was issued today by Joseph H. Choate 
Jr., director of the federal alcoho) 
control administration. 

This will permit importation of 
about 4,800,000 gallons of intoxicants, 
or a four. months’ supply. In addi- 
tion, a substantial quantity of Ameri- 
can type bourbon and rye whisky will 
be imported from Canada for blending 
with green whisky in this country.

and as a result the entire system of 
appraising has been revised. It was 
| alleged by the Cutmore company that 
the Central States Appraisal company 
mot only got the lion’s share of the 
'-work but was paid $15 an appraisal 
while less favored concerns had to 
take $10. 
Defends Higher Fees. 


Donne defended the higher fees for 
Dritsch’s concern, in which James J. 
Sullivan, Democratic committeeman 
for the 8th ward, is also interested. 
He said that a series of tests of the 
work done by. the six appraisal com- 
panies employed showed that the Cen- 
' tral made the best appraisals and con- 
‘sequently deserved ‘more pay. 
Also he denied emphatically rumors 
that he was himself instrumental in 
__the formation of the appraisal concern 
. or that any political pressure was used 
in having the appraisals shifted to

Washington, D. C., Dec, 6.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Doling out $9,000,000 of the fast 
waning public works easy money fund, 
Secretary of the Interior Harold L. 
Ickes today alloted more than a mil- 
lion dollars to three Illinois municipal- 
ities, 

Another $347,550 of the day’s grants, 
Secretary Ickes spread out over 10 
more cities in the Chicagoland area. 

Peoria, given $1,022,000 for sewer 
projects, took the largest share of the 
Illinois allotments. Wilmette was 
given $117,000 for a water system, and 
Peru was handed $19,000 to extend its 
water plant. 


Push Canal Application. 


While Ickes was passing out these 
smaller Illlneis allocations, his sub- 
ordinates were seeking to whip the 
Chicago sanitary district’s application 
for $29,000,000 into shape for action 
at tomorrow’s meeting of the public 
works board. 

In making a combination loan and 
grant totalling $117,000 to Wilmette, 
Secretary Ickes estimated that the 
money would give 100 men work for 
four months. The funds will go for 
construction of a water supply line 
from the water plant now being built 
on Lake Michigan to the present dis- 
tributing system. 

To secure that part of the alloca- 


‘tion, which fs a loan, the village of 


Wilmette is posting 4 per cent genera! 
obligation bonds with the public works 
administration, 


Peru’s Is Outright Gift. 


The allocation to Peoria also is a 
loan and grant arrangement. It is 
to be spent for sanitary 
sewers, giving work to more than 500 
men. 

The $19,000 given to Peru is entire- 
ly a grant not to be repaid, The city 
asked for no loan.

Dobbin’s Decline Linked 
to Farm Hard Ties. 


Declaring that horses as well as 
humans are ultimate consumers of 
farm products, Wayne Dinsmore, sec- 
retary of the Horse Association of 
America, called upon business men 
yesterday to consider his suggestion 
for solving the problem of the grow- 
ing surplus in farm products. He 
would increase the number of horses 
and mules in this country from 17,- 
000,000 to 20,000,000. The association 
held its annual meeting at the Black- 
stone hotel, 

The number of horses in this coun- 
try has decreased by 10,000,600 and 
this has lost the farmers a market for 
40 million acres of farm products, con- 
siderably more than his total exports 
of wheat, corn, oats, rye, and barley. 
The farmer is awakening to the cause 
of his difficulties and the remedy, Mr. 
Dinsmore said, but city men have not 
reached this stage. 

Other Animals Are “ Factories.” 

“All other animals are merely food 
factories,” he said, “converting pas- 
ture, hay, forage, and grains largely | 
into meats and wool.

An Illinois corn grower, C, Worth 
Holmes of Joy, Mercer county, was 
named international corn king, while 
Gilman Stewart, 15 years old, Greens- 
burg, Decatur county, Ind, was 
crowned the 1933 corn prince. It was 
the first time either had won such a 
title, although young Stewart has 
taken second place at two previous 
international grain shows. 

The title of corn king had been won 
by Indiana farmers each year since 
1928, 

Holmes is the first man in history 
to win with a sample of ten ears of 
Krug Utility type corn. Previous corn 
kings have displayed a rough kernel 
type called “show type,’ while the 
Holmes corn is smooth kerneled and 
yellow.

Peter J. Lux, who has won three 
international corn championships, won 
the reserve title yesterday among 
adult growers with ten ears of John- 
son county white corn. Lux lives at 
Shelbyville, Ind., and has competed 
with high honors in Canadian grain 
shows in recent years. Holmes, who 
shipped his hand picked corn to Chi- 
cago’s premier show, was surprised at 
his home yesterday to learn of his 
victory and plans to come to the expo- 
sition toflay to receive the award per- 
sonally.

Federal officials here indicated yes- 
terday that Samuel Insull has little 
chance of escaping arrest and trial 
in a Chicago federal court. This at- 
titude was taken as the result of re- 
ports from Greece that the former 
utility magnate would be deported at 
the expiration of his police permit 
for residence in Greece on Dec. 31.

The insurance company, however, 
produced a witness who testified that 
he had seen Spurgin in the United 
States in 1930.

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MORE ABOUT COLDS. 


N investigation of the’ common 
cold and also of the relation of 
othat' disease to influenza -has been 
‘carried on for several years, with 


- Influenza is the common cold that we 
have with us always, plus a something 
else. Clinically that something else is 
pneumonia, but of a kind that differs 
from the ordinary pneumonias that every 
late winter-spring season. piles on top 
of the colds picture, It is not possible 
now to say what is the microscopic 
something—bacteria or virus—which is 
added to the coryza and, by the addi- 
tion, brings about an influenda wave, 

Dr. J. A. Doull. and associates con- 
sider the wave of 1928-'29 to have been 
influenza just as much so as the severe 
wave of 1918. Other waves studied by 
them in the Baltimore area they regard 
as waves of comman. colds. 

Most people are susceptible to coryza, 
though some escape entirely. A person 
who has but three colds a year is re- 
garded as about normal.. Those who are 
subject to four or five a year are reé- 
garded as supersusceptible. There are 
students of the subject who propose that 
all persons who have more than five 
attacks a year are spreaders of the in- 
fection and should be studied. 

There is considerable variation in 
colds, according to these observers, and 
with this every one will agree. Fur- 
thermore, there is seasonal variafion in 
the type of colds. In October and May 
people with colds are not so apt to de- 
velop sore throat and cough. On the 
other hand, other observers have said 
that November is the month for’ sore 
throats, and coughs can be expected in 
colds that develop in the first three 
months of the year.

PRICE INCREASED 


Will Have More Speed 
and Power. 


BY HAL FOUST. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
Detroit, Mich., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
The 1934 Ford V-8, faster and more 
powerful than its predecessor, was 
announced today with a price increase 
ranging from $5 to $35. Little change 


is made in the exterior of the car. 

The announcement was made at a 
luncheon given by Henry Ford and 
his.son, Edsel B. Ford, for a hundred 
newspaper men from all parts of the 
United States, 

The outstanding improvement of the 
new V-8 igs a new dual down draft 
carburetor and dual intake manifold. 
It functions like two carburetors, 
each feeding four cylinders. 

By means of this bettered fuel sys- 
tem, the maximum horsepower of the 
engine has been increased from 84 to 
91, according to L. 8. Sheldrick, chief 
engineer of the Ford Motor company. 

Forecasts Gasoline Economy. 

“You'll get about two and a half 
more miles per gallon of gasoline at 
forty-five miles an hour,” said the 
engineer, “with similar advances in 
economy at other speeds. The top 
speed is approximately 87 miles an 
hour, as compared with 82 miles an 
hour for the '33 models. 

“With this new carburetor, the ac- 
celeration in high fs vastly improved. 
In thirty-four seconds in high gear the 
19234 V-8 will step up from seven to 
seventy-five miles an hour. The 1933 
model requires forty-two seconds for 
this change in &peed.” 

Improvement on 1933 Model. 

“It’s the best car we've ever built,” 
said the junior Mr. Ford, who is presi- 
dent of the company founded by his 
father. “ Basically, it’s the same car 
as the hundreds of thousands of V-3's 
on the road today. It simply incorpo- 
rates numerous improvements in en- 
gine and chassis design, a new body 
ventilation system and refinements in 
body styling.” 

As host to the newspaper men, 
Henry Ford, veteran manufacturer 
whose words would make news, en- 
joyed the privilege of chatting freely 
without authorizing publication of his 
views. The general tenor of his re- 
marks was that he looked for progress 
toward an improved economic condl- 
tion in 1934. He did not mention the 
NRA nor Administrator Johnson, with 
whom he recently exchanged heated 
words in the press. 

New Thermostatic Control. 


Another engine improvement is the 
use of thermostatic control of the 
water cooling system. This, with the 
new carburetor, makes for better per- 
formance in cold weather. The ven- 
tilating system consists of an adjust- 
ment of the windows with a vertical 
slot that will suck air from the auto- 
mobile when the car is in motion. 

The exterior of the new models is 
changed slightly with a wider radiator 
shell and with straight, slanting lines 
in the grille. 

The price increase was not a sur- 
prise. The NRA hag boosted the cost 
materials, and in the Ford 
plant itself, although the company has 
not signed the code, the factory is ad- 
hering to Blue Hagle provisions regu- 
lating minimum wages and maximum 
working hours.

Four Years’ Delinquency 
Totals $90,071,060. 


A total of $90,071,060 in Cook county 


personal property taxes assessed for 


the years 1928, 1929, 1930, and 1931 re- 
mains uncollected. This was disclosed 
yesterday in a report made public by 
County Treasurer McDonough. 

The largest item in the uncollected 


total is the sum of $37,044,925.for 1931. 
This is 52.33 per cent of the total per- 
gonal property tax extension for that 
year. 

The report disclosed that the delin- 
quent personality taxes for 1928 
amount to $12,231,804, or 30.55 per cent 
of the extension. ‘The delinquency for 
1929 is $14,863,369, or 32.67 per cent. 
and that for 1930 is $25,980,962, or 
46.73 per cent. 

Realty Collections Higher. 

Real estate tax collections for these 
game years are proportionately much 
higher, the report showed, The 1928 
realty tax is 90.41 per cent collected 
fa delinquency of 9.59 per cent); the 
1929 realty tax is 78.71 per cent col- 
lected (21.29 per cent delinquency); the 
realty tax for 1930 is 69.21 per cent 
eollected (30.79 per cent delinquency), 
and that for 1931, despite a delay in 


eollection of the second installments, 


ef this tax, is 62.40 per cent collected 
(37.6 per cent delinquency). 

And this much better showing for 
real estate is in the face of a wicde- 
apread complaint. that real estate is 
bearing more than its share in the as- 
sessments. 

When county officials were asked 
about the lag in personal property tax 
collections none mentioned that poli- 


ticians consider this form of taxation | 


unpopular among the voters, but many 
ether reasons were given for the diff- 
culties of collection. 

Jacobs Discusses Situation. 

One of those who discussed the sit- 
wation was County Assessor J. L. 
Jacobs. 

“The most cogent reason 
noncollection of these taxes is the 
that the collecting officials the 
county are really only accepting offi- 
Ccials,” he said. “‘ Those taxpayers who 
are willing to come in and pay per- 
sonal property taxes can find their 
way to the proper office. But the 
county officers are not out actively 
pushing tax collections.”’ 

“In the past there never was any 
attempt to collect personalty taxes 
from any one save a few big corpora- 
tlons. The rest of the roll was just 
‘wind’ which never was expected to 
Produce revenue. What Cook county 
needs is some real effort to bring il 
the taxes. 

Winnebago County’s Way. 

“Why, over in Winnebago 
the collectors have tax collect 
to 90 per cent of their extensions. 
They go out with trucks and vans and 
when a taxpayer refuses to support 
government by paying his share they 
levy upon his property and cart it 
away for sale at auction.” 

Assessor Jacobs said that for the 
years prior to 1931 the personal prop- 
erty taxes amounted only to a nominal 
Proportion of the total tax extension. 
He cited the records, pointing out that 
in 1928 the personalty tax extension 
amounted to only 18.23 per cent of the 
total levy and that its percentace’ of 
the levies of 1929 and 1930 amounted to 
only to 17.46 and 19.12. 

“ For 1931,” he said, 
ty tax extension amounted to 26.84 
per cent of the full tax extension. 
For that year personalty [so far 
the assessments were concerned, not 
the collections] began to bear a real 
share in the support of the state, and 
consequently when personalty taxes 
are not paid the pinch is felt by all 
tax expendine bodies.” 

Treasurer Sponsors Pasty. 

County ‘Treasurer McDonough was 
not in his office yesterday, having 
spent the day preparine his chari- 
ty Christmas party, held last night. 
His secretary, Eddie McCabe, however. 
@nnounced that the collection of the 
personal property taxes was out of 
the treasurer's hands.

The Story of a FOOTBALL STAR | 


[This is the sixth of a series of ar- 
ticles concerning Bill Hewitt, star end 
of the Chicago Bears’ professional 
football team.]

In the six games that Bill Hewitt 
played at full back for Michigan in 
1931, he carried the ball 118 times for 
a total gain of 446 yards. Hewitt 
gained 140 yards above the total ac- 
cumlated by any other Michigan back. 

The record of having most time to 
his credit also went to Hewitt. In 
nine games played 485 minutes out 
of a possible 540. The nearest ap- 
proach was the time turned in by 
Howard Auer, tackle, who played 460 
minutes. 

For these reasons and because of 
his defensive ability, Hewitt was 
chosen as the most valuable player 
on the Michigan squad by his team- 
mates. 

“If I had all the football men in 
the conference in a group and was 
asked to pick the most valuable I 
would select Bill Hewitt without hesi- 
tation,” Coach Kipke said when in- 
formed of the vote of the Michigan 
varsity men. 


Loves Football; 
Plays Hard and Well. 


“ Although Hewitt was not captain 
[he was acting captain in the Illinois 
game], he has all the qualifications 
for leadership,” Kipke added. “He 
lovis the game of football and he 
] ‘ays it well and hard. Playing as a 
back during only the last few games 
of his career, he proved himself a bril- 
liant ball carrier. Furthermore he is 
a strong blocker, and both a passer 
and pass receiver.”’ 

By his selection Hewitt became a 
e.ndidate for THz TRIBUNDT’s silver 
football trophy which annually is 
awarded to the most valuable player 
to his team in the ‘Western confer- 
ence. Clarence Munn, of Minnesota, 
a doughty guard, long distance punter, 
however, won the Big Ten award.

26 DURING YEAR 


Girl 13 on List; No Var- 
sity Player Killed. 


New York, N. Y., Dec. 6.—(#)—De- 
spite Ps participation by high 
and players, deaths 
from football in the season just closed 
show a decline from the high marks 
of 1931 and 1932 


Reports from all sources show 26 
deaths directly attributable to the 
game and 10 more in which injuries 
in play may have been a contributing 
factor. One of the deaths was that of 
a 13 year old girl. These figures com- 
pare with 50 deaths recorded in 1931 
and 38 last year. 


No Varsity Men on List. 


Not one college varsity player is on 
the list and only five college freshmen, 
of which number only ‘two can be 
listed as definitely haying died from 
injuries received in supervised games 
or practice, 

The deaths, including the 10 dowbt- 
ful fatalities are segregated as follows:

CROWDS UP 13 PER CENT 


New York, Dec. 6.—(@)—Based on 
figures gathered by the Associated 
Press from all parts of the country 
and tabulated today, college football 
attendance for 1933 increased 13 per 
cent, as compared with the previous 
season, and appears to have recovered 
approximately half the busfness lost 
at the turnstiles during the 1931-’32 
decline. 

This year’s increase compares with 
a decline of 15 per cent In national 
attendance in 1932 and a drop of 10 
per cent in 1931. 


Pros Show Big Gain. 


At the same time, reports from east- 
ern clubs in the National Professional 
Football league indicate increases in 
attendances this year ranging as high 
as 50 per cent. Figures for the entire 
circuit have not been made public. 


The cross-section of college attend- 


ance, on which the national figures 
are based, comes from detailed reports 
of 46 institutions, Of.these, 35 show 
increases, ranging as high as 100 per 
cent in the cases of Fordham, St. 
Mary’s, and Santa Clara, while only 
11 show decreases for the 1938 season. 

The aggregate attendance for the 
entire 46 colleges and universities was 
7,026,408, as compared with a grand 
total of 6,109,015 for the previous sea- 
son. This represents a gain of 917,393, 
or approximately 13 per cent. 

The central west recorded the big: 
gest gains, with 13 colleges exceeding 
the previous year’s tom attendance 
by *350;000, | 

Trojans Draw 563,000. 


The biggest single attendance re- 
port comes from Southern California, 
with 663,000 for ten games as com- 
pared with 475,000 for nine games last 
season. In the middle west, Notre 
Dame leads with 382,000 although this 
is a drop from 441,000 in 1932. Ohio 
State tops the Big Ten with 287,000. 
The eastern leaders are Navy and 
Army, with. 350,000 and 322,700 re- 
spectively.

HE WAKE finds ft difficult to 
steam up over the impending 
Rose Bowl game between Leland 
Stanford and Columbia é¢élevens. 

Certainly by no stretch of imagination 
can it purport to determine the myth- 
ical national footbal] championship. 


Stanford finds its Pacific coast title 
at least questioned by Southern Cali- 
fornia and Oregon. Without going 
into that, Stanford was held to a 
scoreless tie by Northwestern here in 
Chicago and was beaten by Washing- 
ton, 6 to 0. Washington previously 
had lost to Oregon, 6 to 0, and subse- 
quently lost to Southern California, 33 
to 0, and Washington State, 17 to 6. 
Even if Stanford’s reverse and tie 
were flukes they still are blemishes on 
its record. 

Now look at Columbia. Columbia 
lost to Princeton, 20 to 0. Concededly 
it was playing its best football toward 
the end of the season, but there is 
nothing tremendously impressive about 
its record. ‘Columbia downed Lehigh, 
39 to 0. Lehigh did not win from a 
strong opponent all year. Columbia 
beat Virginia, 15 to 6. Ohio State did 
the same trick, 75 to 0. Penn State 
fell to Columbia, 33 to 0. Penn State’s 
best was 6 to 6 with Pennsylvania. 

Columbia’s other victories were over 
Cornell, 9 to 6; Navy, 14 to 7; Lafay- 
ette, 46 to 6, and Syracuse, 16 to 0. 
Cornell was swamped by Michigan, 40 
to 0. Navy lost to Pittsburgh, Prince- 
ton, and Army. Lafayette was downed 
by New York U., Bucknell, Pennsy]l- 
vania, and Rutgers, and tied by Col- 
gate, perhaps its best game. Syracuse 
lost to Michigan State, 27 to 3; Brown, 
and Colgate. 

Conceding that Stanford was unable 
to secure Michigan or Princeton as an 
attraction, one wonders if the usual 
85,000 spectators will pay $5 each to 
see the Rose Bow! game of 1934.

Jay Berwanger of Dubuque, Ia. 
sophmore half back, was designated 
as the most valuable man on the 
University of Chicago football team 
by his teammates last night. The 
election took place at ‘the annual 


banquet given the football team by, 
the 55th Street Business Men’s asso- 
ciation at the South Side Swedish 
club. 

The choice of Berwanger completed 
the list of ten candidates from West- 
ern conference universities who are 
eligible for THe CHicdAco ‘Trrsuny 
trophy awarded annually to the 
player who has been of the greatest 
value to his team during the current 
football season. 


Does Iron Man Stunt. 


Berwanger has been one of the 
hardest worked back field men in Big 
Ten history. Heralded as a spectac- 
ular ball carrier, Berwanger turned 
out to be the workhorse of the team, 
more consistent than flashy. 

He played every minute of Chicago’s 
five conference games, which is more 
play than any other man in the Big 
Ten participated in, except those 
whose teams scheduled six games. He 
played all but a few minutes against 
three nonconference opponents—Cor- 
nell college, Washington university, : 
and Dartmouth. 

During the eight Maroon games 
Berwanger carried the ball on run- 
ning plays 184 times. He made a net 
gain of 672 yards on these plays for 
an average of 3.7 yards. The remain- 
der of the Chicago backs ran for a 
combined net total of 807 yards in 213 
attempts. In conference competition 
Berwanger carried the ball 119 times. 
for 368 yards, an average of 8.1 yards. 
His best game was against Dartx 
mouth, when he averaged 4.8 yards | 
on 18 plays. 


Caught 10 Passes. 


In addition Berwanger took 10 fore| 
ward passes for a total gain of 258 
yards, which brings his personal total 
for the season to 920 yards. Three of 
these passes, good for a total of 42 
yards, were completed in conference 

play. 

Bight touchdowns were involved in 
all this ball lugging, four against Cor- 
nell college, one against: Washington, 
one against Indiana [Chicago’s only, 
score in the Big Ten], and two 
Dartmouth. Berwanger also kicked 
seven points after touchdown, - ~ Tepe 
his point total for the season 55. 

All but one or two punts Chicag 
made during the season were made by; 
Berwanger. He averaged 35.8 yards, 
and for the entire season, 32. 2 yards in 
conference games. He made as many; 
as 16 punts in one game. His quick 
kicking was especially good. 


He’s All Around Man. 


Early in the season Jay was tense 
and over-anxious, as befits a 19 year 
old boy with a reputation to uphold. 
By the Dartmouth game, however, 
he was well poised, and his 61 yard 
run from a tackle play was remi- 
niscent of his performance as a fresh- 
man. 

Berwanger came to the Midway 
from Dubuque, Ia., where he had 
maintained an untsual ‘record in his 
scholastic work, as well as in foot- 
ball and track.

Cubs’ and Giants’ pitchers grabbed 
off the first five spots in the National 
league ratings on the earned run ba- 
sis, according to pitching statistics re- 
leased this morning. 

The marvelous Carl Hubbell sup- 
planted Lon Warneke, the 1982 cham- 
pion, and Lon was runner up. To top 
the list Hubbell turned in a mark of 
1.66 earned runs per nine inning game, 
the lowest average since Grover Cleve- 
land Alexander held his adversaries to 
a 1.55 average in 1916. 


Though Warneke was forced to take 
second place he finished with a better 
earned run showing than that with 
which he led the league in 1932. His 
mark in 1933 was 2.01. In 1932 it was 
2.37. In 1982 Hubbell played second 
fiddle to Warneke with 2.50. 


Rush Fourth, Root Fifth. 

Hal Schumacher was third with 2.15, 
which also is better than the average 
with which Warneke led in 1932. Guy 
Buch, one of four pitehers to enter 
the charmed circle of victors in 20 or 
more games, was fourth with 2.59 and 
Charley Root was fifth with 2.60. 


On the basis of won and lost per- 
centage, Warneke was supplanted by 
his teammate, Bud Tinning. Bud 
topped the field of regular starters 
with 13 games won and 6 lost for a 
percentage of .684. 

Hubbell, a sensation throughout the 
entire season, busted into many super- 
latives during the regular season be- 
fore he monopolized the world series 
spotlight. In addition to leading the 
league on the earned run basis he also 
topped the circuit on number of games 
won, 28, pitched the most innings, 309, 
and pitched the most shutouts, 10, 
including his record accomplishment 
on July 2, when he shut out the 
Cardinals, 1 to 0, in 18 innings. 

Hubbell established a new National 
league record for consecutive score- 
less innings, with 46. He didn't allow 
a run, earned or unearned, during his 
arduous endeavors from July. 18 
through Aug 1. The ormer record of 
44 scoreless innings was made by Ed 
Reulbach of the Cubs, in 1908.

Safety Island Crash Is 
Held Accidental. 


A verdict of accidental death was 
returned yesterday at the inquest Into 
the death of Floyd J. Jewell, 26 years 
old, 6585 Lakewood avenue, purchas- 
ing agent for the Johnson Candy com- 
pany, 341 West Superior street. Jew- 
ell was killed late Tuesday night when 
the automobile driven by his wife, 
Rose, 23 years old, crashed into a 
safety island at Ashland and Balmoral 
avenues.

I had only two glasses of 
sherry. I was perfectly sober, the 
brakes worked perfectly, and I have 
no idea how the accident happened.”

‘Farm ‘Co-ops’ 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service, ] 
‘Washington, D, C., Dec. 6.—Amend: 


code to force admission of farm co- 
operatives to full membership on all 
exchanges has been recommended to 
Farm Administrator George N. Peek 
by Dr. J, W. T. Duvel, chief of the 
grain futures. administration, it was 
learned today. 

Dr. Duvel’s recommendation was 
submitted in the form of a supple- 
mentary brief for the record of the 
recent AAA hearings on the code sub- 
mitted by the exchanges. During the 
hearings, counsel for the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Grain corporation, largest farm 
codéperative, reopened its old contro- 
versy with the Chicago board of trade 
with a demand that the exchanges be 
required, under the code, to admit co- 
operative organizations to all trading 
privileges, including clearing house 
facilities. 


Peek’s Approval Likely. 


It was considered likely that Ad- 
ministrator Peek, who has final 
authority over the grain code, will 
abide by Dr. Duvel’s recommendation, 
although the administrator would not 
comment today. 

At the same time, it was strongly in- 
dicated that Mr. Peek will not agree 
to the drastic regulatory amendments 
proposed at the hearings by various 
radical members of the AAA staff. 
The administrator said today he 
feels the exchanges have come a long 
way voluntarily in the code which 
they have offered for federal approval. 
He is inclined, he indicated, to give 
them an opportunity for self-govern- 
ment under the code as now drawn. 
If they fail to regulate the grain mar- 
kets properly through self-government, 
then he will be prepared to invoke 
more drastic regulation. 


Duvel Explains Proposal. 


In supporting the amendment to the 
exchange code proposed by the Farm- 
ers’ National Dr. Duvel declared he 
believed admission of coéperatives to 
full trading privileges was contem- 
plated under the grain futures act. 

“This is as it should be, and in my 
judgment as congress intended by lan- 
guage contained in the grain futures 
act,” he stated. ‘“‘ Bxchanges require 
that all trades be cleared and clear- 
ing of trades, therefore, is certainly 
one of the privileges.”’ 

Dr. Duvel added that recognition of 
farm codperatives by federal credit 
organizations should be “ prima facie ”’ 
evidence of their lawful organization 
under the Capper-V Volstead act.”

Raise Scale. 


Wage increases affecting about 
18,000 employés at the Chicago stock 
yards were announced yesterday by 
the Big Three packing companies, 
Swift & Co., Armour & Co., and Wil 
son & Co. 

All are raising the pay of unskilled 
workers by 4 cents an hour and are 
making pay adjustments for other 
male workers, 

Officials of the companies expressed 
the hope that the pay increases would 
end strike talk heard in the yards 
recently. 

It was emphasized by officials of all 


three packing companies that the in- 
creases were the result of conferences 
between executives of thé companies 
and representatives of the workers. 


Both Sides Favor Increase. 


Both groups voted in favor of the 
pay advances announced. Spokesmen 
for the companies said that they are 
not yet able to determine what the 
total increases will mean on an ans 
nual basis. 

Similar increases were announced at 
plants in the principal market centers 
outside Chicago. 

After the meeting yesterday Swift 
& Co. issued the following statement: 
* Adjustments in wage rates were 
announced today by Swift & Co. for 
its Chicago plant. The adjustments 
will become effective as of Dec. 3 and 
they establish the unskilled male labor 
rate at 46% cents an hour instead of 
42% cents an hour, with a correspond- 
ing adjustment for other male wage 
rates. 

“Rates for women employés were 
adjusted Aug. 1 to a point where it is 
felt no readjustment is necessary at 
this time.” 

The Armour statement was as fol- 
lows: 

** Effective Dec, 1 the wages of un- 
skilled employés in the Chicago plant 
will be increased four cents per hour 
and there will be a corresponding ad- 
justment in. the wages of all other 
men plant employés. The wages of 
women employés were increased Aug. 
1 to a much greater extent than were 
the rates of the men. Therefore, the 
women’s rates will not be increased, 


Proposed at Conference. 


“The increase in the rates of the 
men is the result of suggestions made 
by the employés’ representatives and 
negotiations carried on with the plant 
conference board. Their views have 
been solicited in connection with the 
preparation of a permanent labor code 
for the packing industry. Adoption 
of a permanent code has been delayed, 
but it has been the policy of Armour 
& Co. to give weight to the recom- 
mendations of the conference board 
and definite action has been taken 
without waiting for a permanent 
code.” 

Wilson & Co, officials met with the 
joint representation committee yes- 
terday at which the 4 cent an hour in- 
crease was voted for the unskilled 
workers. 

Swift & Co. has about 5,000 employés 
affected by the wage increase, Are» 
mour, over 8,000, and Wilson, 4,000.

Licensed national banks numbered 
4,518 on March 15, while there were 
1,446 unlicensed national institutions 


on March 16. On Nov. 80 882 of the 
unlicensed banks had heen licensed, 
chartered, absorbed, or placed in re- 
ceivership, while 564 remain -unli- 
censed, Of the unlicensed institutions 
377 had reorganization plans ap- 
proved, 166 had reorganization plans 
disapproved, and 31 had reorganiza- 
tion plans under consideration. 

Deposits in the 564 unlicensed na- 
tional banks totaled $483,593,000 frozen 
and $35,648,000 unrestricted. The 377 
banks with approved reorganization 
plans had $378,479,000 frozen and $27,- 
785,000 unrestricted deposits. The 166 
banks with disapproved plans had 
$81,841,000 frozen and $5,836,000 un- 
restricted deposits, and the twenty-one 
with plans under consideration had

Data for States Given. 


There were five states—Connecticut, 
Mississippi, Nevada, Rhode Island, and 
Wyoming—which did not have any 
unlicensed national banks on Dec. 1. 
Six other states—Arizona, Delaware, 
Idaho, New Mexico, South Carolina, 
and Utah—had only one unlicensed 
national bank each. There were only 
ten states which had fifteen or more 
unlicensed national banks at the close 
of November. They were Tilinois, In- 
diana, lowa, Michigan, Minnesota, 
New Jersey, New York, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Wisconsin.

Chicago District Shows 
5.6 Pct. Gain. 


The production of electric power In 
the United States last week amounted 
to 1,553,744,000 kilowatt-hours, or 2.9 
per cent more than the total of 1,510,- 
337,000 in the corresponding week last 
year. In the preceding week the out- 
put was’1,607,546,000 kilowatt-hours. 

The Edison Electric institute com- 
pared the output for the two weeks 
ended Dec. 2 with that for the cor- 
responding period of 1932 because the 
Thanksgiving holiday occurred this 
year in the week ended Dec. 2, and 
last year in the corresponding preced- 
ing week. Output for the period this 
year was 5.9 per cent above that a 
year ago, the institute reports. 


Up 5.6 Per Cent in Chicago. 


In the Chicago district production 
for the two weeks ended Dec, 2 
amounted to 194,375,000 kilowatt-hours, 
5.6 per cent in excess of production 
totaling 184,081,000 kilowatt-hours in 
the like period last year. For the 
week ended Nov. 18, the margin was 
7.1 per cent.
